Spitzenburg apples raised on 

the Tronson & Guthrie farm. 

Along with the special title, the two 
farmers received a $1,000 check, and 
a first class prize of $250. In addition, 
they sold the prize winning fruit at $5 a 
box. 

The Rogue River Valley had 
long been known for their excellent 
apples and pears, but when Tronson & 
Guthrie entered their apples in the 
Spokane National Apple Show, the 
crowds raved at the beautiful fruit. The 
sale of their apples was handled by J. 
R. Sherwood of Washington. He 
issued a circular to the trade claiming 
“the apples had been considered by 
expert judges the finest exhibit that 
had ever been seen in the world. To 
this he added an invitation to all of the 
fancy fruit trade, including foreign 
legations, fashionable clubs, 
restaurants, including that in the 
capitol building, to visit his salesrooms 
and see “this rare exhibit of the 
celebrated Oregon apples.”

CRAZED BY TOBACCO 
A NEW YORK GIRL WHO 


SMOKED TWENTY 
STOGTES A DAY 


The following story appeared in 
the Ashland Democratic Times 
Newspaper in 1897. 

“When Benjamin Cohen, 
who was selling a suit of clothes 
in his store on Third avenue, New 
York City, looked toward the rear 
of his store and saw his new 
hired girl perched on a counter 
sending clouds of smoke up from 
a long black cigar with steam 
engine energy, he was so 
surprised that he dropped his 
tapeline and forgot his last 
quotation to his prospective 
customer. 

The new hired girl coolly 
leaned back against a showcase 
and tilting her feet high, smoked, 
seemingly oblivious to the stares 
of the gaping customers and her 
astounded employer. She 
exhaled each mouthful of smoke 
with a resounding whistle. 

Tiring of this the girl stood 
up on the counter and started to 
execute an original skirt dance. 
Then Benjamin Cohen started for 
a policeman. 

The girl, whose name is 
Bertha Abel, was taken to the 
insane ward of Bellevue hospital. 
There it was found that she had 
a mania for tobacco, sometimes 
smoking as many as 20 stogies 
in a day. Whether this abnormal 
appetite was the cause of her 
mental aberration or whether it 
resulted from that condition the 
doctors have not yet determined. 


YESTERYEARS NEWS 


The following article was taken 
from the Medford Mail Tribune 


April 18, 1912 
HALIFAX, N. S., April 
13—Wireless dispatches 


received here this afternoon 
from the government steamer 
Minto say the Titanic is sinking 
and that it will probably be 
necessary to beach her to save 
her. 


HALIFAX, N.S., April 
13—With its 1300 passengers 
safely transferred to another 
vessel the White Star steamer 
Titanic, the largest vessel 
afloat this afternoon is slowly 
approaching this port, following 
a disastrous collision last night 
with a monster iceberg about 
900 miles east of New York. 

“Earlier in the day all 
passengers were taken aboard 
the White Star liner Olympic, 
but shortly before noon they 
were transferred to the steamer 
Balatie and the latter vessel is 
now steaming for New York, 
where it is due Thursday 
morning. 

The fact that the Titanic 
is the world’s biggest vessel is 
probably the only thing that 
prevented great loss of life. It is 
not believed that any craft 
afloat could have withstood the 
shock. Reports received here 
concerning the collision are 
meagre. It is not known just 
how the accident occurred or 
whether the collision was 
followed by a panic. 

First news of the 
collision was received at Cape 
Race at 10:25 o'clock last night 
when the Titanic’s wireless 
operator called “C. Q. D.” The 
Allan liner Virginian picked up 


the call and is believed to have 
been the first vessel to reach the 
disabled steamer’s side. 

The Titanic’s prow was 
shattered by the impact but the 
water-tight compartments 
automatically closed, and with 
the pumps-working well the crew 
managed to keep the vessel 
afloat. With the arrival of other 
ocean liners, the work of 
transferring the passengers 
started and when this was 


finished the titanic was towed by 
the Virginian for this port. 


What Happened To The Beer? 


Medford Mail Tribune May 5, 
1910 reports the following news. 
“Mr. Dupray of Butte Falls had 
three barrels of bottled beer 
shipped out and hauled to Butte 
Falls by some of their local 
teamsters and the agent, Mr. A. 
B. Zimmerman received a letter 
from him stating that when the 
barrels arrived there was one 
barrel that had been opened and 
twenty-five bottles were missing. 
But he says he has a receipt for 
the goods in good order.”
